Lloyd George today bowed at Amer­ 
ica’s newest shrine—th<* tomb where 
Harding lit*s. 
Arriving here early this 
morning 
from IndianajAolis, Lloyd George was 
to drive to the cemetery at an early 
hour, while Dame Margaret, his wife?, 
and Miss Megan his «laughter, called 
on Mrs. Harding. 
The British statesman made only 
the briefest visit to Marion, s|H*nding 
only three quarters of an hour 
oft 
his train, whch 'left shortly after 8 
a. m. for Cleveland. 
He placed a wreath at the 
tomb 
expressive of his homage to 
the 
memory of the late president. 
Arriving in Cleveland shortly be­ 
fore noon, Lloyd George faced an­ 
o t h e r strenuous program. He was not 
certain early today just what func­ 
tions he would attend in Cleveland. 
He understands now the desire of the 
American people to see him, 
and 
he wants to gratify it to the fullest 
extent <n keeping with his 
physical 
strengt h. 
Lloyd George carried away 
with 
him from Indianapolis the 
memory 
of «me of his most thrilling meetings, 
for he was cheered longer and more 
vo<*iferously there by an audience of 
more than 10,(KM) than at any other 
sp«»eeh of his tour when he said 
in 
ringing tones: ‘*As one who 
w«*nt 
through all the horrors of the last 
war, 1 will raise my voice as long as 
I am able to say, “There, must he no 
more war’.” 
He said that if Britain and 
the 
United Stat«*s did not complete the 
work of justice and fair play which 
they began by entering the world 
war, that Europe 
would 
have 
n 
‘ merry-go-round of the devil,” with 
wars breeding more wars intermin­ 
ably. 
The train from Indianapolis 
a r­ 
rived here before dawn. A party of 
Marion citizens, all old friends and 
school mates of the late Warren G. 
Harding met the former premier at

The party -topped first at Mar­

priced hogs, and his answer is

it certainly does pay. The feeding of 
tankage does not necessarily 
mean 
that a large profit will be made 
on 
the feeding operation, for the price 
of hogs and the profit therefrom is 
not the determining factor in decid­ 
ing whether or not it is worth while 
to feed tankage. 
The answer to the question is 
to 
he found in the influence of tankage 
to the number of bushels of eorn re­ 
quired to put on a hundred yMHtnds 
of gain. At present prices a hundred» 
pounds of gain will cost from $8.25 
to $10.00 where eorn is fed alone; 
while if tankage is added to the ra­ 
tion, the feed cost is cut down to 
$6.00 to $7.50 per hundred pounds 
of gain.

Cleanliness in the poultry house 
is more essential to 
success 
than 
many people appreciate. 
The fact 
that the man with 
the unsanitary 
house van get along fairly well for 
some time 
is 
often 
misleading 
When trouble comes as a result o 
uncleanliness it is very often seri­ 
ous. 
The happy, contented hen is the 
one that lays the best, and to keep 
the hens happy they must be kept 
in 
surroundings that arc not con­ 
ductive to siekness. 
To get sufficient 
exercise liens 
must scratch for their 
grains 
m 
litter on the lloor and unless 
this 
is clean the hen will be constantly 
eAting material that may give her 
indigestion. 
Unless the hen-house is system­ 
atically cleaned there is a great ac­ 
cumulation of manure in it. 
Tlie 
average hen 
will 
consume 
about 
4 oz. to 5 oz. of feed a day. 
This 
means that 100 hens in a poultry 
house will consume 20 to 25 lb: 
includiug the grain, grit, 
charcoal 
and green stuff. 
Since the propor­ 
tion of this 
which 
is digested is 
small the greater part of it will ac­ 
cumulate in the house 
unless 
the 
house is well cleaned. 
The litter in the house should be 
changed as often as seems neces­ 
sary. 
This should be taken out at 
least once in two 
weeks and the 
floor scrapped clean. 
A top layer of litter should 
he 
maintained on the lloor about four 
or five inches deep, and may con­ 
sist 
of 
a 
number 
of materials. 
Wheat, straw, either whole or chop­ 
ped shavings, shredded corn stalks 
and rye, oats and hurley straw may 
be used. There are also several lit­ 
ters on the market made out of moss 
that are good when they can ibe pur­ 
chased a t a fair price. 
The dropping boards 
underneath 
the roosts should be cleaned at least 
twice a week and some poultrymen 
clean them more frequently. 
Many 
pouitrymen prefer 
to 
have drop­ 
ping hoards covered with galvanized 
iron in order to make them 
snore 
sanitary. 
Occasionally the 
drop­ 
ping board should be washed off with 
a good disinfectant. 
Poultry manure is valuable as a 
fertilizer, but a great detriment when 
allowed to remain inside the house. 
Therefore, in order to get the best re­ 
sults it should he taken out frequent­ 
ly and spread on the ground. 
If this is done regularly many of 
the ills that chickens are heir to will 
never be visited upon them. 


FEEDING PROBLEMS 
INTEREST FARMERS 


Following a questionnaire study of 
livestock feeding problems and how- 
fa rm er s arc meeting them, made 
by 
the United State-' Department 
of 
Agriculture duriug the summer, 
the 
department is 
receiving 
numerous 
comments on the 
subject. 
Among 
those recently made was one contain­ 
ing the experiences of a Kansas far­ 
mer who considered abrupt changes 
in feeding, |>oor combinations of feed 
and insufficient water to be the prin­ 
cipal mistakle* commonly made 
in 
feeding. Seeing livestock ¡-old on the 
open market was to this farmer 
a 
means of concluding also that live­ 
stock of improved breeding 
made 
greater gains and produced 
more 
til a,7i common stock fed in the same 
way. In the experience of thi-» farm­ 
er the improved livestock was 25 per 
cent more prolitable irom a feeding 
standpoint. 
An eastern dairyman relates how 
lie improved his dairy feeding meth- 
| ods by tlie better feeding of 
dr\ 
cows and by supplying silage during 
I summer mouths. Feeding according 
to production and condition has Iike- 
| wise been beneficial. This fanner, in 
J discussing the relation of breeding to 
feeding, stated that his present herd

about 20' percent better than their 
dams.

The last twen- 
ty days the daily gain was 3i pounds 
for each pig.

Mr. .Wallace says that inspec-- 
tors working over the state from his 
office found 2,037 dead' colonies; 
1,991 cases of American fonlbrood'; 
181 cases of European 
foulbrood, 


2,982 cross combs/ The department 
made 406 demonstrations of better 
beekeeping, held 28 public meetings 
and burned 228 colonies where fouU 
In-ood infection was 
so malignant 


that bees and hives had to be de- 
stroyed to prevent spread of disease.

To indicate the 
advantage which JBair County f aim- 
ers haye over farmers in remote dis- 
tricts, it is shown in connection with' 
potatoes, xf or example, that

freight charges alone on the potatoes 
required to meet the deficit in Al- 
toona between September 1922 and 
May 1923 ranged from 15 to 40 cents 
per bushel At the conclusion of the 
survey, a program of production will 
be formulated by the Blair County 
Farm Bureau and fee local and State 
agricultural authorities will .assist 
farmers in putting the program into 
effect. 


Many instances are known to 


Government marketing authorities 
where producers , neglect near-by 
markets' in an effortjko develop dis- 
tant outlets. For example, numerous 
campaigns -have been launched in the 
South to develop.1 Northern 6utlets 
f on sweet potatoes, wijule at times it 
have ieen virtually impossible 
for 


Southern .consumers to buy ^ sweet x 


potatoes produced on near-by farms. 
Other cases are known where a city's 
supply'of a commodity is brought 
from distant sections when the same 
commodity is- being grown in the im- 
mediate territory aqd shipped to cit- 
ies hundred of .miles away. Hhe sav- 
ings on transportation alone would go 
far toward ' reducing distribution 
costs, the department says. Rail- 
roads would also welcome the more 
efficient use of cars resulting from a 
better development oi home markets. 


Surveys similar to that at Altoona, 


arexto be made by the department at 
other consuming centers. It is ex- ' 
pected that much general information 
i 


will be developed in these surveys, - 
that can be. applied to alt producing 
and consuming' centers throng'aoat 
the country. The Federal GovemnwatV 
ran not undertake to make such 'stu- 
dies for all sections, but it hopes' to 
suggest a method of making such 
studies that may be applied by local 
authorities.

DANGER SEEN IN 
RED CLOVER SEED 


CwtiMS Fanwrs In 


Making TMr StteeUM For Se«J- 


tafl In Sfrtog Of 1924 


(•TOOTED VAMETY DISCUSSED 


It Is Printed Out That Italian Seed 


Is Not Desirable Nor Adapted 


To This Country 


Estimates of the probable red clo- 


ver seed crop indicate the possibility 
that considerable importations of 
foreign red clover seed will be made 
and placed on the American market 
for seeding in the spring of 1924, ac- 
cording to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


In this connection it seems desir- 


able, says the Bureau of Plant In», 
dustry, to call attention to some of 
the results of trials made by the de- 
partment in cooperation with sever- 
al State agricultural experiment sta- 
tions and county agents. Results of 
this work show clearly that as a"rule 
Italian seed is not desirable in the 
United States. 
; 


Tests were made- in Minnesota, 


Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana 
Iowa, Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Hampshire, Tennessee, Virginia, and 
Maryland, and except at the Pehft- 
sylvania State College, 
the 
plots 


seeded to Italian seed everywhere 
showed more or less -winter-killing 
or disease injury. In Minnesota all 
foreign lots commonly imported into 
the United States were badly win- 
ter killed in the winter of 1922-23. 
At the other stations the French and 
Chilean apparently suffered 
little 


but the Italian suffered at every sta- 
tion north'of the Ohio except at Penn- 
sylvania State College. At this De- 
partment of Agriculture testing farm 
at Arlington,'Virginia, all foreign 
lots suffered severely from disease, 
the Italian, .German, and Bohemian 
being the greatest sufferers, some 
plots of which lost 80 per cent of 
mprc of the stand. 
On the same 


field some lots of United States ori- 
gin suffered more or less, while oth- 
ers were not affected. 


"It is hoped these facts will be 


borne in mind by importers and that 


strains as are centainlytaowBto tepmerieiB farmer," saU an official of

NEW SO-CALLED BREEDS OF 


POULTRY ARE INVESTIGATED 


During the past—few months the 


United States Department of Agri- 
culture has received arnny requests 
from all parts of the country fox; 
information concerning two so-calleS 
new "breeds" of poultry, the 'Turken' 
and the "Kiwi". 
The department 


has been aware of advertisments 
concerning these 
new and 
novel 


breeds", for which some rather re- 
markable claims have been made, 
TBe advertisements and literature 
describing the origin and qualities 
of .t[hese "-breeds" seenl .to have 
aroused much interest on the part 
of the public, since the department 
lias recently received sevcrafl urgent larly 
requests for an examination regard r 
ing the reliability of the claims made. 


The statements in the advertise- 


ments and literature claim t>hatr the 
"Turken" was originally 
produced 


by crossing a male turkey <with i 
female chicken, and that tne "Kiwi" 
was "produced by crossing a male 
ostrich with a female chicken. 


Successful crosses have been made 


jetween the pheasant and the chick- 
en, and in practically every case 
he: progeny has been o£ the male 
sex and sterile. 
Also, successful 


crosses have been made between the 
guinea and the chicken and here 
again the sex of the progeny has 
almost invariably Keen male and the 
hybrids have been sterile. Both of 
these crosses have been made', with 
great difficulty, and so far as known 
no cross giving any progeny has 
ever been reported between the tur- 
key and the chicken. Furthermore, 
it is highly improbable'that the pro- 
geny, if any have ever been secured, 
would breed' at all and certainly 
not readily. , In such wide or vio- 
lent crosses the progeny is always 
sterile, and claim that the "Turken", 
which is reported to be the hybrid 
progeny o'f a 'cross 
between the 


turkey and the chicken, is in all 
probability not founded on fact. 


One other point must -be made 


concerning the so-ealled "Turken", 
says th'e department. 
The illus- 


trations accompanying the adver- 


tisments and literature are in all 
probability ' photographs of 
the 


Transylvania Naked-neck chickens. 
According to the best information 
obtainable (»!iis todd-looking )foreed 
originated in West India and the 
characteristic naked- neck has_bred 
true'for many years. It is a distinct 
character of the breed. The depart- 
ment Jbelieves tlbjait the 
go-called 


"Turken" is nothing else than the 
Transylvania 
nakfed-ncek -chicken, 


which Apparently possesses no qual- 
ities superior to the more important 
standard breeds and varieties and 
has not been shown to be particu- 


well adapted to conditions in 


many parts of this country. 
"« As_far as the reported cross giv- 
ing Vise' to the "Kiwi" is .concerned, 
there is much less evidence in sup- 
port of such,a cross than jn the 
case of the "Turken". This is too 
violent a. cross to produce any re- 
sults whatever. 


The burden of proof that such 


crosses as those giving rise to the 
"Turken'* and ,the "Kiwi" must re- 
main with the sponsors 
o'f such 


novel productions. In the meantime, 
:he interests of the public should 
jo safeguarded.

FEEDING PROBLEMS 
INTEREST FARMERS 


Following a questionnaire study of 


livestock feeding problems and how- 
farmers are meeting tliem, made by 
the United States Department 
of 


Agriculture during the summer, the 
department is receiving numerous 
comments on tlhe subject. Among 
those recently made was one contain- 
ing the experiences of a Kansas far- 
mer who considered abrupt changes 
in feeding, -poor 'combinations of feed 
and insufficient water to be the prin- 
cipal mistakles commonly made in 
feeding. Seeing livestock sold on the 
open market was. to this 'farmer a 
means of concluding also that live- 
stock /of improved breeding made 
greater gains and produced 
more 


than common stock fed in the same 
way.. In the experience of this "farm- 
er the improved livestock was--25 per 
cent'more /profitable from a feeding 
taudpoint. 
- 


An eastern dairyman relates how 


lie improved his dairy feeding meth- 
ods by the better feeding of 
drj 


cows and by supplying silage 'during 
summer months, feeding according 
to production^aad condition has like- 
wise been beneficial. Thi§ farmer, in 
discussing the relation of breeding to 
feeding, stated that his present bird 
bull and the application 
o'f line 


breeding have resulted .in "heifers 
about 20' percent better" than their 
dams.'

HINTS ON MARKETING TURKEYS "[ 


Turkey time's a-eoming! If you 


want top prices for your birds, 
here's a few tips from the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


Range fattening is more satisfa.e- 


tory than pen fattening, the depart- 
ment says. 
Begin fattening about 


three .weeks or a month before mar- 
keting, and proceed 
gradually by 


feeding lightly on corn in the morn- 
ing and again in the evening a short 
time before the turkeys go to roost. 
Increase the quantity of corn fed 
gradually until the birds are getting 
all they will cat. Be careful not to 
feed new corn too heavily until the 
turkeys have become accustomed to 
it, to prevent digestive troubles. 


Good sized, well matured birds : in 


good condition for 
fattening can 


often be marked to best advantage at 
thanksgiving. Small, immature tur- 
keys should be held until Christmas, 
for further fattening, but if the birds 
we unthrifty market them at once. 
Sales outlets to raisers -within express 
shipping distance of good markets 
Are local consumers, local buyers 
ind dealers, more distant buyers or 
dealers and carlo! shippers, and re- 
ieeivers or commission merchants of 
five or dressed poultry in the large 
cities. To determine the best avail- 
able outlet study shipping charges 
'ind keep in touch with both -local 
and distant buyers as to price. Dis- 
tant buyers will mail quotations on 
request. 
' Most producers market their tur- 
keys alive. 
Shipping dressed tur- 


§eys to markets is justified only when 
making local sales or there is an un- 
usually 
favorable outlet 
for 
the 


dressed product. 
Shipping 
coops 


should be high enough to enable the 
birds to stand up. A coop three feet 
long, two feet, wide and twenty in- 
ches high will accommodate five or 
sis turkeys. Overcrowding may re- 
sult in bnrising which detracts from 


* the market value; overcrowding may 


also cause death and complete loss. 


If the birds are on the road only 


a few hours, do not feed before ship- 
ping. If they are on the road a 
ilonger time water and feed liberally 
to prevent shrinkage in' weight. Shin 
in time to place on the market a day 
or two before the holiday. Late ar- 
rivals may reach an overstocked 
market and arrival after the holiday 
usually means lower prices. 


Killing and dressing birds is sim- 


ple when properly done. Bang up the 
turkey by their legs and with a single 
stroke push the point of a sharp 
knife up through the roof of the 
mouth into the brain." When properly 
done this operation paralyzes the bird 
and loosens the feathers so that they 
«ome out easily. 
Then sever the 


veins in the thrroat just beyond the 
skull 
for 
bleeding. : The turkey 


should be dry picked, and plucked 
clean. Thoroughly cool the carcass 
after plucking, inasmuch as failure 
to remove all animal heat promptly

degrees, or by immersing in cold run- 
ning spring water or ice water.

Jonesboro, wrote to Purdue Univer- 
sity in regard to the type of wheat 
best adapted to his soil, ftis farm 
was formerly an old lake bed and 
most of it consists of peat land, 
which has been cultivated for some 
time. Turkey Red wheat was among 
the varieties recommended and Mr. 
Gift immediately ordered enough cer- 
tified seed to sow seven acres. The 
wheat was sowed oil the 20th! of Oc- 
tober on land that lad just 
pro- 


duced a heavy crop of tomatoes. The 
field averaged 47 bushels per acre of 
wheat ,that tested 61J pounds per 
bushel. He received a premium of 8c 
per bushel at the elevator and the 
miller recommended that 'he keep 
the rest to sell to his neighbors for 
seed wheat County Agent H. E. 
Schroeder reports.
